The meters will be placed 
about May 1 and will go into im- 
mediate operation. Angle park- 
ing will be continued on Michigan 
with parallel parking on Cedar. 
All center of the street parking 
will be eliminated on Michigan 
Avenue.

If, however, 
the City decides to keep them, the 

fer company will. take one-half - 
of all collected by the meters until 
they are paid for. The meters 
will be operated weekdays, except 
‘Sundays, from 8 A.M. until 6 P.M. 

At the Council's regular March 
meeting, they adopted a new clec- 
trie rate which will go in effect 
on Saturday, April 1. The new 
rates are now in line with the rates 
of other electrical energy pro- 
ducers.
